The labor of the 
latter will be more efficient. They will 
make better citizens, and they will be less 
vicious aud unruly. Prejudices, founded 
in contempt of the race, will abate in pro- 
portion to its elevation, and thus peace 
‘and prosperity will be promoted. 

In addition to all these considerations, 
the Southern people must understand that, 
if thoy neglect the great duty of educating 
and elevating their late bondmen, others 
will step in and undertake the work, at 
the risk of creating a feeling of alionation 
and rivalry. They should therefore take 
the work in their own honds, and, by their 
zeal and energy, provent others from in- 
torfering. 


THE PROPS GIVING WAY, 

Every specious apology and impudent 
sophistry which was offered in behalf of 
slavery before the war, lias been exploded 
by the tremendous concussion of civil war. 
‘Among these, it is well remembered, none 
stood more! prominent than\ the assertion 
that slavery was the natural, proper, and 
most happy conditjon in which the negro 
could be placed; that the privilege of work- 
ing for coarse clothes and coarse food, not 
always superabondantin quantity, with the

‘Tho correspondence and official report of 
General Sherman to General Graut, on the eam 
paign of the Carolinas {s, published by order of 


the Secretary of War In the Ogicio} Gazette. 
‘The report is preceded hy a Cofqmunicatton 
dated April 28th, In which General Sherman re 
fers to the New York Times of the 28th, con- 
taining a budget of military news, authenticated 
by the Scerotary of War, and embracing 9 copy 
of the baslsof agrcement between Gencrals Sher~ 
tau and Johnston. General Shermaa com= 
plains of bie plan not being kept secret watil 
further Inquiry had been made, and mentions 
‘ng tho reasons for hits conrse, the character of 
the interviews between Prsident Livcotn and 
prominent partics in Richmond, upon the sub 
Ject of reconstruction. Fle denfes the Intention 
fof {neubordination, and In conelusfon promises 
to go on nud execute tho orders of the Lieaten- 
apt Gencral. This letter has attached to It the 
following: “P.8. As Mr. Stanton’s singular 
paper has Lice published, I demand that this 
fjeo be made public, thougi Lam Th no inanner 
reaponelble to the prees, but to the-Taw and my 
proper éuperiors.”? a 

‘The oficial report commences with affairs 
‘on the Ist of April, whon tho agmy was lylug 
nt Goldsboroveh, repalring the wear gud tear 
of Its recent mareh from Sayaunah, and detalls 
the military operations ayalnst Johnston to the 
Lith, when General Sherman received John- 
eton's first letter. Proceedlng, he says

Our lnterview was frank aud soldier-ttke, and 
ho wave me to understand that further war on 
the port of the Confederate troops was folly, 
that (he cause Was Jost, and that every life sacri 
fiecd alter the surrender of Les’s army was the 
{highest possible crime.” He admitted that 
the terms concede 10 General Lee were ma; 
hanimous and all ho could ask, bat he did want 
rome xeneral concessions that would enable 
him to allay the vatural fenrs aud noxtetles of 
his. followers, aud onable him to maintain his 
control over tiem until they could be ot back 
to, the neghborhood of thelr homes, thereby 
savivy the State of North Carolina the devasta- 
tlons inevitably to result from turning his men 
loose aud unprovided on the spot, aad our puc- 
aultncross the Stute 

He aleo wanted to embrace in the same gen 
ral proposition the fate ot all the Confederate 
armies that remifed iu existence. T never 
muado any concession ns to lle own army, oF a5- 
enmed (0 deal tingly aud authoritatively 
gard tonny otbet, but it did scem tome that 
there was presenled a chanca for peace that 
might be deeined jaluable to the Govorament of 
the Unlted States, and was at Jeabt worth the 
fev doya that would be consumed in reference, 

‘To push an ariey whose commander had 80 
frankly and hovesly confessed bis Inability to 
cope with'mo werd cowardly, and unworthy the 
brave meu Ted. . 

Tnasmmuch as General Jobueton did not feel 
authorized to pledge his power over the armies 
In Texas, wo adjourned to mect the next day at 
noon. IT returned to Ralelgh and conferred 
frecly with all my general oiflcers, every one of 
whom urged mo to conclude terms that might 
Accomplish £0 completo and destrable ou end. 
‘AiLdreaded the weary and Inborlous march after 
a fugitive nnd dissolving army back toward 
Georgia, almoat oer tho very country where wo 
iad tolled €0 long. ‘There was but one opinion
